The tendency lo seek in legislnlion a remedy for every evi_l, 


real or imaginary, was never so slomjj as today, a fact that is 
freshly illustrated by the action of a member of the national 
House who has introduced ab ill making- it a penal oll'ense lor 
any cabinet officer or head or dark of a government depart- 
ment to lecture for pay, other than actual hotel and traveling 
expenses.. The bill would also prohibit senators and represen- 
tatives from lecturing for pay while Congress is in session. 
The1 penalty for violation of "this law would be a fine of 
$10,000 or (wo years' imprisonment, or both. 


There is no doubt that this bill is a direct outgrowth of the 


lecturing lours of Secretary of State W. J. Bryan. The author 
says it was prepared last September, but was not introduced 
when Mr. Bryan formally declared that he would lecture no 
more during the period. Recently, however, it was announced 
thai Secretary Bryan and several members of Congress had 
signed contracts for a series of lectures lo begin July 1, and 
iliis the author of the bill admits is responsible for its introduc- 
tion at the present time. 


The lecturing tours of Mr. Bryan since he became secretary 


of state have been the subject of wide and more or less heated 
and sarcastic discussion, and while opinions may diller, as is 
the case with reference to practically every question, there is 
reason to believe that the preponderance of intelligent public 
opinion is against the course pursued by the secretary. '' iiis 
is not because public business has appreciably suffered, for it 
has not, but because it is felt that for a man holding such an 
exalted and responsible office as secretary of slate lo go out 
lecturing for pay is undignified and in poor tasle, lo say the 
least. 


But it seems childish to propose legislation as a remedy. 


There are some ills in life beyond the reach of legislation, and 
which must depend for correction upon a healthy public senti- 
ment and a personal sense of propriety. 
If these cannot re- 


move such an evil, or alleged evil,-as Ibis bill aims al, together 
with many others, the case is hopeless. 
Lecluring by govern- 


ment officials might be slopped by law, hut violation of the 
proprieties never. 


A few years ago United Stales Senator William Lorimer of 


Illinois was in serious trouble, as all will recall, and now the 
bank he established in Chicago has been closed by the bank 
examiner. 
Mr. Lorimer did not lose all of his friends when 


expelled from the Senate, ;lnd it is the general hope that con- 
ditions in his bank will not be found lo be such as to reflect 
upon his personal integrity.
